Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, 
from each species set, for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 30, 31, 32, 
40-44, 48, 50, and 53-55 are generic. 

A telephone call was made to Donald Pochopien on July 27, 2005 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
